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CONFERENCE MAY 
END MINE STRIKE 


Gov. Stone and John Mitchell 
Will Meet Saturday and 


Peace Prospect Be- 
comes Brighter. 


MEN ARE FULL OF HOPE. 


Operators Still Declare Arbitra- 
tion Is Impossible and Un- 
conditional Surrender 
Only Terms. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., Sept. 10.—[Special.]— 
Gov. Stone and President Mitchell will hold a 
conference in Harrisburg next Saturday, and 
it is possible that the effect of the meeting 
will be the end of the anthracite miners’ 
strike. 

Whether Gov. Stone will submit some prop- 
osition laid down by J. Pierpont Morgan dur- 
ing the recent meeting in New York ts not 
known, but many persons here believe he 
will. 

This is the first time since the.strike began 
that anything approaching arbitration has 
been arranged. The conference was ar- 
ranged today at a meeting of President 
Mitchell and Col. W. F. Richardson, divi- 
sion quartermaster, who arrived here from 
Harrisburg late this afternoon. Richardson 
was sent here by Gov. Stone, following a 
conference this morning with Attorney Gen- 
eral Elkin, at which tt was decided, in view 
of the fact that President Mitchell stated 
last night that he would be glad to meet 
Gov. Stone or any representatives of the 
operators and confer with them regarding 
an honorable settlement of the strike, that 
they would ask him to meet the governor. 
Col. Richardson, who is Gov. Stone’s right 
hand man, was at once dispatched to this 
city. 

Mr. Mitchell expected his coming, and as 
soon as he reached the headquarters he was 
shown to Mr. Mitchell's office, where the 
meeting was agreed upon. Col. Richardson 
left after calling upon Col. C. B. Dougherty. 


Will Not Talk of Conference. | 
’ Col. Richardson tried to avoid publicity of 
the fact that he was in the city by taking 
the train at a way station and dodging out 
of the back door of the building where he 
saw Col. Dougherty. He did not deny that 
he had seen President Mitchell, but he would 
not state what conversation had passed, nor 
would he tell what plan Gov. Stone has in 
mind, although he did not deny that the 
meeting would be on Saturday. : 
President Mitchell will speak in Philade!- 
phia on Friday night and on Saturday morn- 
ing will go to Harrisburg and there meet the 
governor. As to what action is proposed Mr. 
Mitchell will not talk, nor will he say what 
theminers would accept if Gov. Stone suc- 
ceeded in effecting a settlement of the strike. 
Whether Gov. Stone has a proposition to lay 
before him that comes with the sanction of 
J. Pierpont Morgan is another question that 
he will not answer. 


Rumors of a Concession. 

There were rumors today that the opera- 
tors were to post notices offering a 10 per 
eent increase to the mendndividually if they 
return to work on Monday, but this is denied 
by the operators here and President Mitchell 
‘said he knew nothing about it. 

The day was marked by great hope among 
the strikers that the end of the strike is in 
sight and that in a few days the news will 
come. The miners, buoyed by the hope that 
the settlement would come, remained firm, 
and there were fewer desertions than for 
seven days. 


Says Arbitration Is Impossibfe. 


New York, Sept. 10.—[Special.]—Despite 
rumors that the anthracite strike is near its 
settlement and that J. P. Morgan, through 
Gov. Stone, will offer concessions to the 
strikers, the coal magnates tonight declared 
that. arbitration is impossible and that the 
men must surrender. 

President Fowler of the New York, On- 
tario and Western railroad company said: 

‘The strike will end when the men come 
back of their owm accord and 6n the terms 
on which they worked before the outbreak 
of the strike. In no other manmer can this 
strike. be ended. We will brook no outside 
interference of whatever nature, political, 
humanitarian, or of any other origin, When 
the men go back it will be at the wages and 
on the conditions obtaining last spring. 
After they have returned we will take up 
any grievances with ourownmen. We have 
posted notices to that effect on our collieries, 
and that has been our attitude right along.”’ 


‘Will Be No Arbitration.” 

John Markle, head of the firm of G. B. 
Markle & Co., the largest of the individual 
coal operators in the anthracite field, said: 

‘There will be no arbitration and no set 
tlement of the coal strike in any way. We 
have not forgotten our experiences on a for- 
mer occasion. There had been in existence 
from 1885 an agreement with the men in our 
employ providing for the settlement in an 
amicable way of all differences that arose by 
arbitration. This was the result of a local 
strike lasting three months in 1885. 

“In 1887, notwithstanding the existence of 
this contract for arbitration, the men delib- 
erately broke their agreement and went on 
strike, which lasted six months. Yet we re- 
established the arbitration agreement after 
it was over and went on. In 1897 there was 
a widespread strike in the Lehigh region, 
but our men stood by their agreemé@nt and 
never lost a day’s work. 


‘Blames Mitchell for Trouble. 


“In 1900 John Mitchell appeared and be- 
gan @ campaign on our property. Our em- 


‘ployés presented a list of grievances and I 


replied to them and suggested that if our 
answers were not satisfactory they could 
demand arbitration under the existing agree- 
ment. Mr. Mitchell distinctly opposed any 
arbitration, asserting that we were insincere. 
A meeting of our employés was held to which 
Mitchell came unsolicited and made a speech. 
He asked me publicly if I would abide by the 
arbitrators’ verdict, and when I said we 
would he turned to the audience and pleaded 
with them nevertheless to go upon a strike. 
“The men refused to follow Mitchell's 
lead. Then came a round of threats, intimi- 
dation, and violence. Almost daily rioting 
parties of several hundred men appeared 
upon our property led by Mitchell’s lieute- 
nants in the vain effort to compel our men 
to break theiragreement. They inaugurated 
a reign of terror, which finally resulted in 
the employés breaking their compact and 


throwing the projected arbitration to the 
winds 


** Marcus A. Hanna came into the dispute 
and secured’ some concessions. The strike 
ended and it was heralded as a triumph for 
Mitchel. Work was resumed under these

WILL NOT REJOIN BALDWIN 
FOR A DASH TO THE POLE. 


American Member of the Arctic Expedi- 
tion Arrives in Boston and Says Cap- 
tain Is Too Arbitrary. 


Boston, Mass., Sept. 10.—[Special.J—F. 8. 
Vinyard of Durango, Colo., who arrived on 
the steamship Ivernia this afternoon, is the 
first man to reach thiscity fromthe Baldwin- 
Zeigler north pole expedition. He declares 
he will not rejoin Baldwin's party, and says 
he does not think that any American in the 
expedition will ever go anywhere with Bald- 
win again. He declares Baldwin is too ar. 
bitrary. 

“There were no deaths on board theship,”’ 
Mr. Vinyard said, “‘ but Mr. Baldwin and 
the captain could not get along. well together, 
and after a time they came to open trouble. 
They are both self-willed, arbitrary men, and 
when the trouble came Mr. Baldwin deposed 
the captain and appointed the fireman to 
his position.” 

Mr. Vipyard said the expedition reached 
latitudé 80° north and built a cache near 
Cape Clairs, Prince Rudolph’s Land. It is 
the plan to make a dash from there nex* year 
in sleds, with the pole as an objective. The 
extreme cold, 40 to 50 degrees below zero, a 
low temperature even for that latitude, and 
the unusually large amount of ice encoun- 
tered made conditions unfavorable for the 
expedition.

‘November 15.

LONDON, Sept. 11, 8 a. m.—Kruger’sauto- 
biography, which will be published simul- 
taneously In many countries on Nov. 15, will 
be a volume containing 100,000 words. The 
Munich! publisher, Lehmann, has paida 

gh price for the book and the serial rights 
in all Janguages. Kruger’s friends assert 
that whatever is made out of it will not be 
kept by him, but will be handed over to the 
suffering burghers. The French transla- 
tion has been arranged. Nighoff has pur- 
chased the rights for Holland, and Fisher 
Unevin has acquired the copyright for the 
English language for Great Britain, Canada, 
the British colonies, and the United States. 


Story of Kruger’s Life. 

The book contains the story of Kruger’s 
life from his childhood to the negotiations 
for peace. It was dictated by Kruger to his 
private secretaries, H. C. Bredell and Peter 
Grobler, formerly under secretary of state 
for the Transvaal. The English translator 
is Texeira De Mattos, author of the current 
version of Chateaubriand’s memoirs. 

The manuscript of the work received here 
brings the narrative down to the Jameson 
raid, and the remainder will include the story 
of the negotiations with Chamberlain, an 
account of the war until Kruger’s departure 
from the Transvaal, and incidents in his life 
in Holland. 

Early chapters describe Kruger’s youth, 
education, hunting adventures, shooting his 
first lion, and experiences in chasing rhinoc- 
eros and tigers. 


various expeditions against Sechid and ether 
Kaffir chiefs. One of the most exciting ad- 
ventures was when he was alone in a cave 
underneath the Kaffirs, who were besieged. 
His leadership of the Boers began with the 
journey to the Orange Free State to act as 
mediator in making peace with Mossech. 
The chapter on the civil war brings out his 
protest against the violation of the consti- 
tution by Commander Schurmann. 
Chamberlain’s “Irritating Policy.” 
The political chapters contain incidental 
treatment of questions of food, tariff, native 


labor ia-mines, dynamite monopoly, and rail- 


way interests. 

The history of the Jameson raid is accom- 
panied by reflections on what Kruger de- 
scribes as the “ irritating policy *’ of Colonial 
Secretary Chamberlain in the negotiations. 
Kruger’s astuteness in diplomacy ifs revealed 
in i portion of his deeply interesting book. 
He also attaches great importance to a series 
of telegrams between Flora Shaw and Cecil 
Rhodes, in which Chamberlain's name is 
freely used. 

Kruger, while politically dead, still speaks 
in this memoir with his old time vigor and 
subtlety. 

Chamberlain and the Boers. 

The full text of Chamberlain’s discussion 
with the Boer generals fills many columnsin 
the daily press this morning. It is chiefly val- 
uable as evidence that the Boers had a good 
many minor complaints which were explained 
away satisfactorily by Chamberlain. The 
most serious grievance was the allegation 
that Lord Kitchener in negotiating peace had 
promised that the Cape rebels should be 
amnestied at the.coronation.

OUT AT YARDS 


MEN EMPLOYED BY SWIFT & CO. 
GO ON STRIKE. 


Wagons Tied Up and Union Expects to 
Prevent All City Deliveries by the 
Big Company—Reason for the Ac- 
tien an Alleged Discrimination 
Against Organisation Members — 
Also Charges That Agreement of 
Last June Is Violated. 


All the union teamsters employed by Swift 
& Co. went on strike at midnight last night. 
Forty-five wagons which were being loaded 
with meat for city delivery this morning 
were left without drivers, and the strikers 
declared that the business of the company 
would be tied up completely. 

The exciting scenes attending the strike 
of the stockyards drivers last June probably 
will attend the first attempt of the company 


ances will be transferred in a measure from 
the streets of the city to the stockyards, for 
the union men employed in the other houses 
told their fellow members who walked out 
that they would lend every effort to prevent 
Swift & Co. from moving a Single wagon. 


All the Drivers Affected. 
The number of men affected is between 100 
and 150. It includes the drivers of the city 


' Wagons, the carts, and live stock wagons in 


the yards. At the close of the meeting of 
the union last night pickets were selected to 
go to the branches of Swift & Co. in South 
Chicago, State street, Fulton market, South 
Water street, and Rockwell streef, to see 
that no wagons were sent out from these 
places in the early morning. 

For the present at least the trouble is not 
likely to spread to the other firms. The men 
are said to have grievances against almost 
every house, but the plan appears to be to con- 
centrate the fight on one house atatime. It 
is believed that any effort on the part of he 
oher packing firms to help out Swift & Co. 
will result in an immediate sympathetic 
strike, 


Claim Agreement Is Violated. 

The employés of Swift & Co. claim that 
their union hag been discriminated against 
ever since the settlement of the last team- 
sters’ strike by the state board of arbitra- 
tion. They charge that not a single union 
man has been taken on since that time, but, 
on the contrary, the firm has violated the 
provisions of the agreement signed in the 
presence of the arbitration board. Four men 
from Swift's barns joingd the union last 
night, and told the meeting that they had 
been hired as sweepers at 15 cents an hour 
a few weeks ago, and since that time stead- 
ily advanced until they were made drivers of 
the delivery wagons, with no increase in pay. 

The scale adopted in June gave the drivers 
18 cents on carts, 20 cents on single wagons, 
22%, cents on two horse Wagons, 27% cents 
where four horses were used, and 30 cents 
for six horse drivers. Some of the 15 cent 
men, it is claimed, were yesterday driving. 
double teams at the same pay at which they 
were hired as laborers. 


Unable to See Swift. 

Business Agent George F. Gelden, who 
presided at the meeting, told the men that he 
had made four ineffectual efforts to see Ed- 
ward Swift to arrafige a conference. He had 
been able to seé only Charles Swift, who had 
no power to make any settlement. He was 
told that Louis F. Swift was out of the city, 
and would not return for some time. Be- 
lieving that he Was being put off Mr. Golden 
gave up further effort to settle the trouble, 
and referred the matter to the men for ac- 
tion. 

E. 8S. Turley, secretary of the Teamsters’ 
National union, was present at the meeting, 
which gave the strike the'sanction of.the 
parent body of the organization. 


Earth Haulers All Out. 

Every teamster in Chicago engaged in haul- 
ing earth from excavations and tunnels 
struck in the morning, tying up the work 
on the Illinois Telephone company’s tunnel 
and the intercepting sewers, as well as the 
foundation work for a number of’new build- 
ings. About 250 mefs went out, and in their 
enthusiasm the employésof several men who 
were on the “ fair’ list struck. 

Several conferénces were held during the 
day, winding up with a meeting between the 
employers and the men at 167 Dearborn 
street in the evening. No results were 
reached, but it is said there is a strong dis- 
position on the part of the employers to set- 
tle, and it was predicted that a meeting this 
morning would end with everything ar- 
ranged. The drivers have been paid from 
$9 to $10.50 a week, and they demand $12. 


Cracker Combine’s Men to Quit. 

The bakery and cracker wagon drivers’ 
union decided to strike today unless the Na- 
tional Biscuit company granted their de- 
mand for a uniform scale of $17 a week. 
All the truckmen employed at the trust fac- 
tories will quit work with the drivers, and 
the coal teamsters will refuse to deliver coal.

| SHB DANGER IN THEATER 


BUILDING INSPECTORS. ORDER 
CHANGES IN ORPHEON. 


Posts Which Support the Balcony in 
the Reconstructed Playhouse Are 
Said to Be Too Frail and the Con- 
structors Are Told They Must Rem- 
edy the Defect at Once—O’Shea’s Pa- 
tience Exhausted by What He Con- 
siders Dilatory Tactics. 


Four wooden posts supporting the floor 
of the reconstructed Orpheon theater, in 
Madison street, near Clark, on which the 
greater part of the weight of the theater 
balcony will: come have been declared too 
light for the strain by Deputy Building Com- 
‘missioner O'Shea. The commissioner has 
given the constructors until today to make 
the changes. 

None of the ma#f} posts in the basement 
of the structure, which support the theater 
floor, are more than seven inches at the 
top and nine inches at the base, according 
to the commissioner, and all are of wood. 
| The quartet of pillars to which particular 
“Objection is made because of the additional 
weight they will have to bear, are said to 
have had the appearance of iron. They de- 
ceived Building Inspector W. H. Barry un- 
til he found they were oak. ' 

The only iron columns in the building are 
two six inch iroh posts on the theater floor 
supporting the balcony. Each of these rests 
on a steel girder, while the ends of each 
of the girders rest on two of the four base- 
ment posts with which the building depart- 
ment has found fault. On these iron posts, 
and thence on the girders and the wooden 
posts supporting them, will fall, the entira 
weight of the balcony and the 250 or more 
persons it is designed to accommodate. 


O’Shea’s Patience Exhausted. 

** Several days ago I told the managers of 
the building, Frank & Lowenthal. that these 
poste were too slerider for their height.’ said 
Deputy O'Shea yesterday. ‘‘ I ordered them 
to take them out. but they have failed to do 
so. They say the manager of the bowling 
alley in the basement wil! not let them work 
there in the daytime. I lied that I would 
not tolerate any further delay. 

“The structure is of the class known as 
‘slow burning,’ and the builders were not 
required to use iron posts In the basement. 
The wooden posts there are from eleven to 
twelve feet long, and are an average of eight 
inches in diameter. The four of these posts 
on which the weight of the balcony is to 
come must be ten inch oak posts or their 
equivalent in iron posts,”’

CHIEF CALLS POLICE CARELESS. 


Demands That Careful Accounting Must 
Be Made of Property Taken 
from Prisoners. 


-Failure to secure convictions in the Crim. 
inal courts of persons charged with different 
forms of crime has aroused the ire of Chief 
of Police O'Neill. Im the. police bulletin of 
yesterday the chief calls attention to the 
apparent neglect of officers from patrolmen 
to the inspectors pertaining to the keeping of 
property taken from prisoners. 

“I find that persons arrested on criminal 
charges are not usually given receipts for 
property taken from them by the police when 
such property is supposed to be stolen,”’ says 
the chief in his bulletin. “ It occasionally 
heppens that such persons, especially those 
charged with larceny, burglary, and rob- 
bery, escape conviction on account of failure 
to have the property found in thelr posses- 
sion identified, and demand the réturn of the 
property taken from them at the police gta- 
tion. 

“ Hereafter all property, such as above 
mentioned, must be inventoried and forward- 
ed to the police custodian as soon as possible, 
and all desk sergeants at any station will he 
held equally responsible for the unnecessary 
retention of such property at police stations."’

TO SPREAD CITY'S FAME, 


PURPOSES OF THE PROPOSED CoM- 
ITERCIAL CLUB HOUSE. 


President of the Shoe and Leather As- 
avciation, Which Organization Has 
Taken the Initiative, Declares That 


Chicago Is Suffering Through a Lack 


of United Effort—Many Advantages 
te Be Gained by Concerted Action— 
Other Trade Centers Have Profited. 


TS spread the fame of Chicago and its busi- 
nese interests through the united effort of 
the various mercantile organizations is the 
prime object of the commercial club house 
project formally indorsed by the Chicago 
Shoe and Leather association Tuesday night. 

“The trouble in Chicago,”’ said James A. 
Lawrence, president of the Shoe and Leather 
association, yesterday, ‘‘ is that our business 
organizations have worked separately, more 
than tegether. This dees not mean that 
they necessarily have been at odds, but 
simply that they have not used the tremen- 
— advantage that comes from united ef- 

ort. 

“ Such an effort would mean a force, anda 
power, and an inspiration that would im- 
mediately be felt throughout the field of 
Chicago's commercial: operations and in- 
fluence. It would give the city a trade im- 
petus that would place it many strides ahead 
of where it is today. 


Time for Chicago to Act. 


“ This is a day of consolidated effort, and it 
is time for Chicago to get into the procession. 
St. Louis already is ahead of us in this direc- 
tion, and has profited by it. It has a strong 
general mercantile organization that is 
working conetantly to boom business inter- 
ests. Detroit, too, has done a good deal in 
the same line. 

“Of course, to bring the enterprise to a 
focus, a general clubhouse will be essential. 
It can be located at a central point, have 
rooms for each of the organizations, and 
general rooms for common business and so- 
cial interests. 

“It practically would be a clubhouse for 
each association, and also a clubhouse for 
the general and common purposes of all. 

“There are many subjects of common in- 
terest to all the trade lines that can be best 
discussed when representatives of all are 
present. Among these I might mention 
transportation, truckage, and rate prob- 
lems. Some of our trades here have not yet 
been able by themselves to get a carload 
rate. They can get it if the commercial or- 
ganizations stand together. In fact, they 
can heip themselves and help Chicago in a 
eer Ways by united effort. 

“while the matter is now in the prelim- 
inary stage the outlook is encouraging, and 
formal steps will be taken later to organize 
the movement. I have broached the subject 
to men in many lines of business and they all 
have favored the idea. As soon as our own 
shoe and leather association is advanced a lit- 
tle further.I shall call a meeting of repre- 
sentatives of the several trade.  organiga- 
tions to form a nucleus of a commercial 
union. As our organization alone represents 
& capitalization of §$168,000,000, one may 
imagine the immense financial interests that 
would be represented by an organization of 
all the big trades of the city. It would not 
be millions, but billions. One also may 
imagine the powerful influence such an asso- 
ciation could swing for Chicago.”’ 


Other” Trades Favor Plan. 


The manufacturing, grocery, drug, and 
clothing trades of the city already. have been 
sounded on the project, and representatives 
in those lines have viewed the plan with 
favor. Secretary John M. Glenn of the Llli- 
nols Manufacturers’ association has inter- 
ested a large number of the members of that 
organization in the enterprise, while Roliin 
A. weyes of Franklin MacVeagh & Co. has 
taken an active part in ihe work. Frank 8. 
Hereth, secretary of the association of drug 
trade men, says he is confident the movement 
will find favor with the members of his or- 
ganization, and Leo Wampoild of Cahn, 
Wampold & Co., speaking for the clothing 
‘Interests, indorses the plan enthusiastically.

TEMPLE SETTLES 


SOME OLD TAXES 


Clears Up Disputes to Defend 
Validity of the Alleged 
Forged Receipt. 


BIG PENALTY FOR DELAY. 


Wipes Out Henry L. Glos’ Claim, 
» but Property May Be Sold 
| Again Tomorrow. 


Agents acting for the Masonic Fraternity 


Temple association yesterday undertook to 


shake off some of the tax troubles which 
have beset the big building. Henry L. Glog, 
who purchased the title to the property in 
1900 by paying $6,288.48 delinquent taxes, 
was settled with and his lien removed by the 
payment to him of double his original out- 
lay, with 7 per cent interest added, or a 
sum approximating $13,400. 

This step was taken to prepare for the legal 
fight which, it is asserted, will be opened in 
an effort to prevent County Treasurer Ray- 
mond from selling the structure for the $26, - 
770.17 taxes due this year, and for which 
Capt. Edward Williams offered the forged 


tax receipt which resulted in his arrest and | 


indictment. 

The settlement with Mr. Glos was con- 
duct@i under the direction of the firm of 
Thornton & Chancellor, but the former would 
not discuss the matter, and Attorney Chan- 
céellor is still reported as near Detroit, though 
his return is expected today. 


Pays Double Protested Tax. 


“Mr. Glos was paid just twice the amount 
he turned over to the county treasurer in 
1900,"" said one of the parties connected with 
the transaction. “ He received interest, too, 
on his money for the tithe during which i 
has been tied up. The removal of this lien 
from the property will simplify any litigation 
that may follow as the result of County 
Treasurer Raymond's preparation to gel! the 
building again as delinquent. The sum paid 
Glos was about $13,240.46.” 

This step, it ie said, will end the wrangle 
over the 1899 taxes on the building. The 
tote] tex spread in that year, payable in 
1900, was $30,587.16. The average under the 
old system of town assessors had been near 
$24,000, and the temple people asserted they 
would not pay the sum levied in 1899 under 
the new revenue law. 

On April 30, 1900, they tendered all but 
$6,238.48 of this amount in currency, which 
was accepted by the county treasurer. Later 
the bul!ding was sol for the delinquent bal- 
ance and Mr. Glos purchased the title. 


May Be Sold Again Tomorrow. 


That the temple‘s troubles over delinquent 
taxes may begin at once was asserted last 
night. Instead of waiting until next Tues- 

iy the big building ‘may be offered to bid- 
utrs tomorrow or Saturday. It will go to the 
man who will put up-the $26,770.17 which 
Capt. Williams cMims was paid. 

“TIT have nothing to say about temple mat- 
ters,” said Mr. Glos last night. “1 will bea 
bidder when the building is again put up for 
sale.. That's all I care to say.”’ 

“ The property will be sold just as soon as 
arrangements can be made,” said an attaché 
of the treasurer's office. ‘‘ We may not wait 
until next Tuesday.”’ 

It is asserted that a bill for injunction may 
be filed by the temple authorities today 
seeking torestrainthesale. This is just what 
State’s Attorney Deneen and the county of- 
ficials desire, as it will throw upon the tem- 
ple people the burden of proving that the 
$26,770.17 was paid into the county treas- 
urer’s office. 

“We can show,” said County Treasurer 
Raymond, “ that not one cent of that $26,- 
770.17 ever was paid into this office. Will- 
jams knows it, too. If he had a genuine re- 
ceipt why did we have to keep pounding 
away at him to get him to present it to this 
office? The receipt is a bragsen forgery and 
the money never was paid,” 


Running Down Luke Wheeler. 


Evidence as to Luke Wheeler's movements 
Was secured during the afternoon, when a 
young woman who has been a close friend 
of the fugitive was brought in by Detective 
Tyrrell and questioned by Mr. Deneen. The 
young woman lives on the west side. The 
state's attorney, however, has not lost faith 
in the hope that Attorney Devine may bring 
Wheeler back. 

At Mr. Devine’s office yesterday his part- 
ner’s admitted that he was trying to bring 
Wheeler back. 

“It,seems, though, from what we have 
heard from him,"’ said one member of the 
law firm, “‘that Wheeler has not played 
straight with Mr. Devine. You may depend 
on it, Devine went to get Wheeler. If his 
arguments can avail he will bring Wheeler 
back with him and let him face the grand 
jury.”’ 

Some comment has been occasioned by 
the fact that Attorney Chancellor is in De- 
troit. As near as can be learned, Wheeler 
is just across the line in Canada, and within 
easy reach of Detroit. Mr. Chancellor rep- 
resents not oniy the Masonic Temple asso- 
ciation, but several of the firms whose names 
figured on the alleged forged promissory 
notes which Wheeler handled. 


Want to Hear Minnehan. 


R. M. Minnehan, better known as ‘‘ Mike,”’ 
will be back from New York City today, if 
the statement given out at his office proves 
true. The grand jurors wish to learn from 
him more about the 1900 affair when, as M. 
W. Shanahan asserts, Minnehan engaged 
him to work for a tax reduction on the tem- 
ple, Shanahan then going to J. M. Glenn 
and enlisting his services, with a promise of 
$750 for the work. 

Other witnesses to be called when the spe- 
cial grand jury meets tomorrow will include 
Secretary James Nathan of the Western 
Union Telegraph company, who on Tuesday 
produced one of the telegrams which had 
been sent to Wheeler by a friend. Three 
more telegrams, one transferring money to 
the fugitive, have been found, and these will 
be requested by the grand jury. 

Another witness may be a former official of 
the west park system, who acted as a sort of 
“ right bower” to Capt. Williams when the 
latter was running the drainage canal police. 

It was aseerted last night that two business 
men had been found who are ready to con- 
fess that they paid money to the tax fixing 
clique. These men, if they can be made to 
testify. may throw light on the forged notes 
which have figured in the !nquiry. 

A number of clerks from the treasurer's 
Office and an official of the city clerk's cffice, 
along with several members of the board of 
equalization, may be called. 

The special grand jury will adjourn sine 
die on Saturday, presenting a formal report 
to Judge Brentano. Further investigation 
will be turned over to the September grand 
jury, which convenes next Monday. 


Mayor Accuses Treasurer's Office. 

Mayor Harrison's charges against the 
county treasurer's office brought a warm re- 
ply from: Treasurer Raymond's assistants. 

“There should be an Investigation of the 
treasurer's office,’ said the mayor. “It is 
plain that the Masonic temple case never 
could have happened without the connivance 
of some person or persons in that office. They 
say this is not the first time such a thing has 
occurred. There is something queer in that 
office. Why, Controller MeGann has shown 
that over $600,000 was ‘iost' in the collec; 
tion of last year’s taxes and no explanation 
was made, except to charge this big amount 
off to loss in collections.” 


Reply by Clerk Becker. 

“Those city hall people don’t know what 
they are talking about,”’ said Chief Clerk 
Becker of the treasurer's office. “A detailed 
statement is made every year of the amount 
lost in collections, and it is ttemized to a 
cent. The loss of $600,000 below the face 
value of the levy last year included the fo!l- 
lowing items: Items of loss where tax buyers 
refused to buy delinquent property; items 
where property was forfeited to the state 
and the tax again extended the following 
year; items of cases appealed to and pend- 
ing in the courts; items where the county 
treasurer was legally enjoined from collect- 
ing taxes; where taxes were disputed and

CHARGES LOST UNION FUNDS 
TO TEMPLE VAULT ROBBERY. 


This Will Be Defense of Morris Grose, 
Who Is Accused of Embezzlement— 


Hearing Will Begin Today. 


An alleged robbery of‘a safety deposit box 
in the Masonic temple vaults about the time 
of the reported thefts of money from a num- 
ber of bookmakers last July will be offered 
as a defense by Morris Grose against a 
charge of embezzlement in Justice Prindi- 
Ville’s court this morning. 

Grose was treasurer of a union of the Amal- 
gamated Glassworkers, and is charged with 
being $700 short in his accounts. He says 
the money was not diverted by him, and that 


its absence from the drawer in which the 


union had directed that it be kept must have 
been the result of a robbery. 

According to-the claims made by the offi- 
cials of the union the money in the vauit box 
was counted by Grose and a committee of 
three in July. The cash, about $1,100, was 
found to be correct and the party left the 
vault. Less than an hour Jater Grose is said 
to have returned to the vaults alone. He 
says he went back to secure some vouchers 
he had left behind by mistake. , 

When the sensational charges were made 
by several bookmakers of wholesale thefts 
from the Masonic temple vaults, Grose and 
several members of this committee visited 
the vaults, and, on making another count, 
found $700 had been removed from the union 
funds.

** Grose did not takethe money. This action, 
we believe, was started by the union to com- 
pel reimbursement from his bondsmen, and 
none of the officials of the union believes 
Grose took the money. Although Grose was 
the custodian of the funds of the union as its 
treasurer, he was compelled by a rule of the 
organization to place the money in those 
vaults, and, therefore, is not liable for the 
loss of itithrough robbery.”

PANAMA NOW IN DANGER, 


COLOMBIAN REBELS CAPTURE 
TOWN ON THE RAILROAD. 


Insurgents Attack City of Santa Marta 
and After a Desperate Battid the 
Government Troops Are Defeated, 
Leaving 100 Dead on the Field—Rev- 
olutionists Marching on the Piace 
and It Is Expected to Surrender— 
Success of Venezuelan Revolt. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
COLON, Sept. 10.—The revolutionists have 
captured the town of Culebra, on the rail- 
road between Colon and Panama. 

There are strong government forces at 
both ends of the railroad, and reinforce- 
ments are coming in. Breastworks are be- 
ing erected at Colon and Panama, owing 
to the fact that the government does not 
know where to expect an attack. 

It is believed the revolutionists will attack 
Panama before advancing upon Colon, be- 
cause of the support they would get from 
their gunboats on the Pacific side of the 
isthmus in an attack on the first named 
city. The revolutionists have no gunboats on 
the Atlantic side. 

Battle Expected Soon. 

There are no foreign warships at Colon or 
Panama. 

The revolutionists gained possession of 
Culebra without opposition, and their pos- 
session of that point has not been disturbed. 
The government is maintaining an attitude 
of defense and a desperate engagement is ex- 
pected shortly. Business on the isthmus is 
suspended. 

Panama Expects Attacks. 


PANAMA, Sept. 10.—The insurgent war- 
ships can be seen from here, but they are 
not in the harbor of Panama. The troops 
commanded by Gen. Herrera, the insur- 
gent commander, are at Chorrera, a port 
about fifteen miles from here. The govern- 
ment officials are making all the necessary 
defensive preparations, . 

Government forces have defeated a detach- 
ment of revolutionists at Penon, on the Mag- 
dalena river. It is now hoped that the re- 
inforcements destined for the isthmus will 
be enabled to reach here without undue loss 


of time. 


Hundred Killed in Battle. 


KINGSTON, Jamaica, Sept. 10.—The cap- 
fain of the German steamer Valencia, which 
arrived here today from Santa Marta, Co- 
lombia, says that last Friday the revolu- 
tionists made a desperate attack on the out- 
skirts of Santa Marta. ‘The government 
troops were overwhelmed and forced to re- 
treat, leaving behind them 100 dead. 

Immediately after the withdrawal of the 
government forces the rebels started to de- 
stroy the railroad tracks. They derailed sev- 
eral trains at various points, demolishing en- 
gines and cars. Several lives were also lost 
in these wrecks. _ 


Firing On the City. 
On Saturday the revolutionists ere hey 


the banana district of Senega, where Shey 
continued to wreck the railroad, at the s4me 
time keeping up their advance towards Santa 
Marta. Then the Valencia sailed from Santa 
Marta on Monday the revolutionists were 
so near the town that Capt. Grdnmeyer could 
see the flashes of their guns. Several! build- 
ings in Santa Marta were then blazing, hav- 
ing been ignited by the few troops left there 
to oppose the attack of the revolutionists. 
The town at that time was expected mo- 
mentarily to surrender. 
Rebels Get Venezuelan Port. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 10.—Congul Gold- 
schmidt, at La Guayra, Venezuela, has ad- 
vised the department of state that on the 
19th of August the revolutionists took pos- 
session of Cumana without a conflict. The 
whole coast east of La Guayra, with all its 
ports, is in the hands of the revolutionary 


party. 


BAD’ FOR RURAL ENGLAND. 


British Farming Districts Declared to 
Be in Danger of Depopulation— 
Appeal to Parliament Urged. 


LONDON, Sept. 10.—In an address at Beb- 
ington today Robert W. Hanbury, president 
of the board of agriculture, referred to the 
depopulation of the rural districts and ad- 
vised farmers to organize and make them- 
selves heard in parliament. Mr. Hanbury 
said it would be a bad day when England 
was obliged to depend upon sources across the 
seas for food supplies. 


GREAT LOSS OF LIFE IN CHINA. 


Over 5,000 Persons Drowned by Over- 
flow of West River, While Formosa 
and Japan Suffer from Floods. 


Victoria, B. C., Sept. 10.—Japanese papers 
contain telegrams stating that over 5,000 
persons lost their lives by the overflowing 
of the West river in China. There was also 
heavy loss of property and life in Formosa 
by floods, followed by a tidal wave. Great 
damage was done in Japan.

FRANKFORT-ON-THE-ODER, Sept. 10.

LOOKING INTO PANAMA TITLE. 


Attorney General Knox, Now in Paris, 
Tells of Work He Is Doing on 
Canal Negotiation. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, Sept. 10.—Attorney General Knox, 
who is here in connection with the pur- 
chase of the Panama Canal company, has 
given out the following statement: 

“We are making an investigation of many 
questions of law and fact bearing or sup- 
posed to bear upon the title to the property 
which the canal company offered to seil 
to the United States and which congress 
authorized the president to purchase if he 
found the title satisfactory. 

“It is not anticipated that many days 
will be required here to finish the work 
necessary for the preparation of a report 
and opinion for President Roosevelt. This 
will not be undertaken until I return to 
Washington. 

‘The questions of the gravest importance 
are those relating to the legal charaeter of 
the old and new canal companies, their re- 
lation to the French government, if any, 
and to each other; the nature of their title 
to dominion over their respective properties, 
and the legal bearings of the liquidation of 
the old company upon the affairs of the 
new one.”

BOER APPEALS 


Chamberlain Publishes the 
Terms Asked by Botha, 
De Wet, and Delarey. 


Colonial Secretary Says South 
Africa Will Prosper Only 
When War Is Forgotten. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Sept. 10.—A report is published 
today of last Friday’s conference at the 
colonial office between Mr. Chamberlain and 
the Boer generals. It begins with a letter 
from the generals requesting Mr. Chamber- 
lain to grant them an interview. Mr. Cham- 
berlain replied that he had hoped to have a 
preliminary discussion on board the steam- 
ship Nigeria at the time of their arrival at 
Southamfton. He asked for a lst of subjects 
which the generals wished to discuss. The 
following list was presented: 

Complete amnesty to the rebels. 
A yearly grant’ to all Boer widows and 
orphans and maimed burghers. 

Equal rights for the English and Dutch 
languages in the schools and courts. 

That equal rights with the British be con- 
ceded to burghers complying with the terms 
of surrender, including the right to return 
to south Africa. 


war. 
Want Boer Officials Reinstated. 

The reinstatement of the officials of the late 
south African republics or compensation for 
their loss of office. 

Compensation for all loss occasioned by the 
British troops by the use, removal, burning, 
or destruction by other means of all private 
property. 

The reinstatement of the burghers in the 
ownership of their farms confiscated or sold 
under the proclamation of Aug. 7, 1901. 

Compensation for the use of the properties 
of burghers taken by the British authorities. 

Payment of the lawful obligations of the 
late south African republics, including those 
incurred during the war. 

The rescission of the decision to add a 
portion of the Transvaal to Natal. 

Granting an extension of time for the pay- 
ment of all debts due by the burghers to the 
late governments of the south African re- 
publics, 


Peace Terms Must Stand. 


Mr. Chamberlain, in replying, expressed 
great surprise at’ the number of the pro- 
posals, pointing out that the conditions 
agreed on at Vereeniging were duly ac- 
cepted by the burghers and the British gov- 
ernment, and that they could not be re- 
pened, nor could proposals rejected at that 
as be again discussed. 

As to the return of burghers to south 
Africa the colonial secretary declared it was 
the government’s intention to retain the 
right to prevent the return of disloyal per- 
sons who had not frankly accepted the 
terms of peace, instancing former State 
Secretary Reitz of the Transvaal as a case 
in point and saying that Mr. Reitz was 
using language on the continent inconsist- 
ent with the déclaration he had signed at 
Vereeniging. 

Gen. Botha said he hoped that the “ sins 
of one man would not be visited on others,” 
adding, “If one man says foolish things 
let him suffer therefor alone.” 


Will Restore the Farms. 

Mr. Chamberlain informed the generals 
that there was no truth in the report that 
the government intended to sell farms belong- 
ing to burghers. Regarding some farms sold 
the Orange river colony under the proclama- 
tion of Aug. 7, 1901, Mr. Chamberiain prom- 
ised that the farms bought by the government 
would be retransferred to their former own- 
ers, 

Gen. Botha criticised the composition of 
the commission appointed to allot the grant 
of $15,000,000 (for the purpose of assisting 
burghers and their families to return to their 
homes and for restocking their farms, etc.) 
and objected to national scouts serving as 
commissioners, but Mr. Chamberlain main- 
tained that the government must be true to 
those who supported it. 

The colonial secretary refused to recognize 
as burghers foreigners who had been natur- 
alized during or just before the war, saying 
they had been bribed by the resolution of the 
volksraad giving them burghers’ rightsasa 
reward for taking part in a conflict in which 
they were not concerned. 


Refers to American Civil War. 

Gen. Botha concluded with an appeal for 
the widows and orphans and said he consid- 
ered that the appropriation of $15,000,000 was 
inadequate. 

Replying to this Mr. Chamberlain com- 
pared Great Britain's treatment of the Boers 
with the treatment of the south by the north 
after the civil war in America. 

**I would remind the general,’ said Mr. 
Chamberlain, ‘* that we have undertaken al- 
ready more obligations than have ever before 
been undertaken under similar circum- 
stances. To take one case in my time. I 
recollect well the great civil war in America. 
Even in that case the northern side—that is 
to say, the victorious side, made no provision 
whatever either by way of grant, pension, or 
allowance, to the side that had been con- 
quered. They gave them their lives and their 
liberties, and after a period of ten years gave 
them votes, but did not give them any money 
compensation. 

“We have gone a step beyond that, be- 
cause we have contributed, in addition to all 
our own enormous expenses, a large sum to 
relieve those who are really destitute in our 
new colonies. We have done more than I 
think was expected, and we have done all 
that we can afford to do, and I think it would 
be undesirable for the generals to press us 
any further.’’ 


Forgive and Forget. 

Proceeding, Mr. Chamberlain reciprocated 
the desire expressed by Gen. Botha that they 
should all live in peace in future in south 
Africa. 

‘**We want in this country,’’ said the co- 
lonial secretary, ‘* to forget and forgive, be- 
cause if you think, as you Well may, that 
you have something to forgive we also think 
we have a great deal to forgive. But we 
want to put all that on one side. 

‘The war is over. We each fought as 
well as we knew how, and now there is peace. 
All we want is to recognize you as fellow 
subjects with ourselves, working as we shall! 
work for the prosperity and liberty of south 
Africa. How great that liberty is and how 
soon complete self-government will be ex- 
tended to south Africa depends entirely on 
the rapidity with which the old animosities 
die out.” 

Mr. Chamberlain concluded with saying 
that he felt sure that if the burghers met 
the British half way they would find them 
quite as good friends in the future as they 
had been loyal enemies in the past.

RECORD JUMP IN . 
PRICES OF COKE. 


Local Dealers ‘Ask $12 and 
$13 a Ton, Figures That 
Are Unprecedented, 


UNABLE TO SECURE CARS. 


Small Foundries Probably Will 
Be Forced to Shut Down 
Temporarily, 


= 


The price of coke in Chicago has jumped 
up this week to the unprecedented figures 
of $12 and $13 aton. As the price of pig 
tron has gone up nearly to $26 a ton, one 
2onsequence of the advance in coke is that 
small foundries are threatened with ruin 
or at least with being forced to close down 
until prices drop. 

Some of the owners of smaller concerns 
are literally begging for lower rates on coke, 
saying they are willing to contract to pay 
$9 a ton for a year, no matter what the price 
may be in the meantime. They cannot sur-. 
vive, some of them say, if they have to pay, 
$12 and $13. : ‘ 

Unable to Secure Cars. 

(ven at this advanced price, however, all 
orders cannot be s-ipplied at the present time. 
This is due to the same cause that explains 
in part the jump in price—namely: the car 


time. Dealers cannot get their coke here, 
nor can they tell exactly when they will be 
able to get it. 
They say there never was such difficulty 
in securing cars. The railroads are divert- 
ing cars that otherwise would be used for 
coal to the meat, produce, and grain traffic, 
which is exceedingly heavy and which pays 
the railroads better than handling coal. So 
heavy are all lines of freight traffic this fall 
that shippers are resorting to all sorte of 
expedients and devices to get cars. 
“ Stealing” cars has become a common 
practice, and the art is being pursued on 
various railroad lines with a skill and suc- 
cess that incréase with practice. This is one 
of the novel features of the present situa- 
tion. An army of men is out on the rail- 
roads working by day and by night to 
“ steal’’ empty cars for the shippers’ use, 


Bribery to Get Cars. 

Yardmasters are being bribed to detach 
cars and transfer them to other destinations 
and to other firms than those to which they 
were originally consigned. The representa- 
tives of the shippers are prowling about the 
freight yards and different points at all 
hours of the night picking up stray cars. 

“If this is not an evidence of prosperity,” 
said one shipper yesterday, “I don’t know 
what is. When.there is so much stuff to be 
shi that with all the car equipment the 
railroads have it becomes necessary to make 
a regular business of practically stealing 
cars it certainly means a business boom and

BRITISH TOLD T0 GET OUT 


RUSSIA ORDERS ENGLISH AWAY 
FROM 2IANCHURIA. 


Foreign Employes of the Chinese Gov- 
ernment Will Not Be Permitted to 
Remain in Provinces Occupied by 
the Czar’s Army—Rrussian Troops 
and Immigrants Pouring Into the 
Territory—United States Not Inter- 
ested in the Affair, 


PEKIN, Sept. 10.—Paul Lessar, the Rus- 
sian minister here, has advised the Rus- 
sian commander in Manchuria that the 
presence of foreginers in Manchuria during 
the military occupation is objectionable, and 
he is directed to expel the British imperial 
customs employés who may be sent to Man- 
churia to resume charge of the postal serv- 
ice. 

According to advices received here from 
Manchuria, the Russians are making no vis- 
ible preparations to withdraw from the mili- 
tary occupation of the southeast portion of 
the province of Shing Kiang, as was stipu- 
lated should be done within six months of 
the signing of the treaty. Russian troops 
and immigrants are reported to be entering 
Manchuria in large numbers, but none are 
leaving the country. 


This May Mean a Move. 

TIEN TSIN, Sept. 10.—Col. Baron Kopp, 
director of Manchurian railroads; Gen. Bol- 
koff, acting governor; and other Russian of- 
ficers of Manchuria have gone to Pekin in 
connection with the negotiations for the 
withdrawal of Russian troops from Mamn- 
churia and the restoration of the Shan Hai 
Kwan railroad. 


United States Not Interested. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 10.—The intention 
of the Russian government to expel foreign- 
ers from Manchuria has not been formally 
brought to the attention of the state depart- 
ment. It can be predicted safely our gov- 
ernment will look upon this matter as one 
involving Russia, China, and England, and 
as one in which it is not direetly concerned. 
So far as is known here theré are no Amer- 
icans in that section of China.

Denver, Colo., Sept. 10.—[{Special.]—The 
fusion of the democrats and populists in 
this state has failed because the populists 
wanted three men on the democratic ticket 
and the democrats were willing to give them 
only one. As soon as the populists learned 
the attitude of the democrats they nominat- 
ed a full state ticket, and sént word to the 
democrats ,that the fusion scheme was 
ended. 

At a late hour tonight the democrats were 
still fighting over the names to go on the 
ticket. 

Stick to Free Silver. 

A platform was adopted during the time 
the committee was discussing the populist 
proposal. 

The chief points of the platform are em- 
bodied in the following paragraphs: 

** We reaffi our allegiance to the prin- 
ciples of democratic faith as outlined at the 
national convention at Kansas City in 1900, 
and particularly our allegiance to the cause 
of bimetallism.”’ 

“ We recognize Senator Henry M. Teller as 
one of the greatest of the nation’s living 
statesmen. He gave CuBa her freedom and 
compelled the nation to redeem its sacred 
promises. His public record is an example 
for mankind for all time. His splendid serv- 
ices to the people of this state have endeared 
him to all, and his devotion to their interests 
merit their marked approval.”’ 

Woman Suffrage Demanded. 

On national questions the platform, after 
condemning the republican party’s foreign 
policy, says, in addition to the sections 
given: 

‘““ We condemn the policy of the republican 
party in creating a national banking trust 
and demand that the national government 
shall at all times retain and exercise sover- 
eign and absolute control of aur coinage and 
currency. We demand government owner- 
ship or control of all transportation systems. 

**We indorse the constitutional amend- 
ments which requires a voter to be a citizen, 
and for striking from the constitution of this 
state the word ‘ male,’ thusinsuring, through 
a democratic majority, that woman suffrage 
shall be forever free from legislative repeal.” 

Initiative and /referendum are demanded, 
and deep sorrow is expressed over the as- 
sassination of president McKinley.

CLEVELAND MAYOR URGES OHIO 
TO MAKE FRANCHISE CHANGES. 


Democratic Leader Appears Before the 
Legislative Committee and Recom- 
mends Some Laws Regarding Grants 
to Corporations — Declares Short 
Tenure Does Not Drive Away Capi- 

. talists—Attacks Proposed Curative 
Amendment for Cincinnati Railways 


Columbus, O., Sept. 10.—[Special.]—Al- 
though the republicans have reached the 
conclusion that it is not properly within 
the province of this special emergency ses- 
sion to reopen the municipal franchise ques- 
tion, Mayor Tom L. Johnson and his director 
of law, Newton D. Baker, in addresses to the 
house code committee today, urged the legis- 
lature to do some franchise tinkering. 

Mayor Johnson said the present franchise 
laws should not be left alone, and he at- 
tacked the curative amendment proposed for 
the defective franchise of the Cincinnati 
Traction company. In referring to perpet- 
ual or indeterminate franchises, he insisted 
that it was untrue that perpetual franchises 
had been granted to gas companies all over 
Ohio. By rule of law they were limited to 
ten years, for the franchise to the streets 
gave the company no right to charge any- 
thing for gas, but the price of gas was fixed 
for a ten year period, which thus made a 
ten year franchise. In New York ten com- 
panies had pipes, and there was no reason 
why the number of competing companies 
might not be increased to a hundred. But 
four street railroad tracks were all which 
could be put on a street, and no one wanted 
tracks on every street in town. 


Capital Not Afraid of Short Tenure. 


The argument that security of tenure was 
necessary to induce capitalists to build roads 
was afarce. In Washington 4 per cent street 
railroad bonds, to run fifty years, are sold, 
though the company could be ousted at any 
time. The Brooklyn bridge franchises could 
be stopped in a minute by the superintendent 
of the bridge. The best franchise is the 
shortest and puts on the company the burden 
of giving a good service. 

Under the present law, he said, it was im- 
possible to build a competing line. While 
in other cities councils can grant a twenty- 
five year franchise with the right to charge 
a 5 cent fare, in Cleveland, with a friendly 
administration, a 3 cent fare road could not 
get a franchise to run two minutes. The 
present law on renewals permitted a com- 
pany to get a renewal at any time, not the 
day or year of expiration, but eight or more 
years before that, if a friendly council was 
elected. Expiring franchises in Cleveland 
and Cincinnati could be sold for more than 
the total of the city debt in addition to pay- 
ing the owners full price for their plants. 


Wants People to Have Voice. 


The legislature at least should require that 
no ordinance renewing a grant should be 
effective until it had been approved by a 
majority vote of the people. The law should 
not be left as itis. He had been told the Cin- 
cinnati contractrhad not been fairly made, 
that the people had been humbugged and de- 
frauded, that the owners had taken the prés- 
ent franehise not as a thing of established 
rightful value, but at their own risk asa man 
takes a stolen horse. 

Another stain in the proposed curative law 
for the Cincinnati Traction company was 
that grants may be extended before or after 
expiration. This recognized right of the com- 
pany to use of the streets during an inter- 
regnum. Besides attaching the referendum 
to franchise ordinances, the legislature 
should require that renewals be let to the 
lowest fare bidder, and if the present owners 
were underbid the successful bidder be re- 
quired to pay the cost of the plant, less de- 
preciation and 20 per cent for good will, the 
price to be determined by council if the tavo 
companies failed to agree.

- It 
demands ‘‘the immediate abolition of all 
tariffs on trust made articles,’’ the stringent 
enforcement of all laws against combines, 
free tradé with insular territories, inde- 
pendence of the Philippine islands, and a 
reduction of duties on Cuban imports.

“ There is no doubt,” said G. T. Bucking- 
ham of Danville, ‘‘ as to the result of the 
election if we can only induce the voters to 
leave their work long enough to go to the 
polls.

Pennsylvania will observe the first anni- 
versary of the death of William McKinley 
with services in churches of all denomina- 
tions. The following proclamation was is- 
sued today by Gov. Stone: 
“In accordance with the action of the 
governor of our neighboring state of Ohio, 
and as a fitting tribute to the memory of 
William McKiniey, late president of the 
United States, who was held in such high 
personal] regard by the citizens of our com- 
monwealth, I, William A. Stone, governor of 
Pennsylvania, recommend that Sunday, Sept. 
14, the first anniversary of his death, be rev- 
erently observed by the people of this state, 
and that memorial services be held in the 
churches of all denominations throughout 
the commonwealth at the regular hour of 
worship.”’ 


Judge Day to Speak at Canton. 

Canton, O., Sept. 10.—In accordance with 
action taken by the Canton Ministerial as- 
sociation, the observance of McKinley Memo- 
rial day, Sunday, is left to the option of the 
various churches. There will, however, be 
a general reference to McKinley and his 
work at Sunday services in all churches. At 
the First Methodist Episcopal church, of 
which the late president was a member, the 
“memorial services will be held Sunday even- 
ing. The principal speaker will be Judge 
William R. Day, former secretary of state. 


Many Churches to Observe Day. 

Cincinnati, O., Sept. 10.—Additional re- 
sponses were received today from governors, 
members of congress, church dignitaries, 
and others, indorsing the movement for 
McKinley memorial services in the churches 
next Sunday. The Rev. John M. Schick, 
President Roosevelt’s pastor at Washing- 
ton, and the Rev. Frank M. Bristol, pastor 
of the church McKinley formerly attended 
in Washington, both telegraphed they would 
speak on the life and character of McKinley 
next Sunday. 

Archbishop Elder, head of the archdiocese 
of Cincinnati, today issued the following 
proclamation: 

*“ Sunday, Sept. 14, will be the anniversary 
of the death of President McKinley. The 
crime which ended his earthly career teaches 
us—dearly as the lesson was bought—that in 
the fear and love of God, and in them alone, 
will society find the true foundation of its 
rights, and the safeguard of its existence and 
of its well being. ‘ Unless the Lord keep 
the city, he watcheth in vain that keepeth it.’ 

*“ Reaffirming, therefore, our allegiance to 
him’ on whom depend our life, our prosperity, 
and those eternal hopes which make life 
worth living, it behooves us on this solemn 
occasion to make atonment for past iniquity, 
to invoke his protection on our country, its 
rulers, and its people, and to thank him for 
the examples of integrity and the virtues for 
which our late president gave honor to Amer- 
ican citizenship. For these purposes we or- 
der that the litany of the saints be publicly 
recited next Sunday after high mass.”

All of Nassau County Accepts 
Roosevelt’s Invitation 
to Visit Him. 


LIKED BY NEIGHBORS. 


Returns from Southern Trip and 
Will Try to Rest Until 
He Starts West. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., Sept. 10.—[Special.)}— 
Every man, woman, and child in Nassau 
county is preparing to swoop down upon 
President Roosevelt on Sept. 15 In response 
to his invitation asking them to make a 
neighborly visit. 

His invitation had been enthusiastically 
received by his neighbors. It was expected 
that about 250 would accept. Now 250 spe- 
cial committeemen have been appointed to 
take charge of the 15,000 men, women, and 
children who have signified their intention 
of visiting Sagamore Hill. 

Five committees of Oyster Bay men have 
been appointed to help the president look 
out for his guests. Special excursion trains 
and steamboats will bring visitors from 
points all over the county. It is some time 
since Mr. Roosevelt’s neighbors have had 
a chance to pay their respects to him. The 
arrangements for a similar reception when 
he was vice president were broken up’ by 
the assassination of President McKinley, 


Is Tired After Journey. 

The President returned from his southern 
tour this afternoon. The Sylph, on which he 
came from New York, arrived here at 4:50 
p. m. The president was accompanied by 
Secretary Cortelyou, Assistant Secretary 
Loeb, Mrs. Roosevelt, and Miss Ethel Roose- 
velt. The last three joined him in New York. 
The president was tired out and retired at an 
early hour. Secretary Cortelyou went to his 
home in Hempstead. 

It was authoritatively denied tonight that 
the United States government has sounded 
the German government as to the appoint- 
ment of Bellamy Storer, at present minister 
to Spain, as the successor to Andrew D. 
White, American ambassador to Germany. 
It can be stated, by the same authority, that 
the successor to Mr. White has not yet been 
selected. The name of Mr. Storer is being 
considered, as is also that of Mr. Tower, the 
present ambassador to Russia. Several 
others, well known in diplomatic circles, are 
under consideration. It is expected that the

Will Rest Until Sept. 19. 


President Roosevelt will make no more ap- 
pointments to receive visitors before going 
on his western trip, which begins Sept. 19. 
He will devote the time between now and 
then in preparing for the trip and in dispos- 
ing of accumulated business. 


Peace Message from Texas. 

Word was received by the president today 
that the republicans of Texas in convention 
assembled had unanimously indorsed his ad- 
ministration and himself, and that E. H. 
Green had withdrawn from opposition to 
Cecil Lyon as candidate for state chairman 
as evidence of the disposition of the Texas 
republicans to bow to the president's demand 
that they should stop quarreling with one 
another. 

It will interest the president to see whether 
this outward and visible stiow of amity is 
followed by an aggressive effort to elect 
more republican congressmen from Texas. 

The four days’ visit to the southern states 
brought to the president many evidences of 
a disposition towards the breaking up in that 
region of the old partyline. It was apparent, 
for one thing, that the disfranchisement of 
the negro was having a boomerang effect on 
the democrats who brought it about, in that 
many white men who would never vote the 
republican ticket while it involved their 
siding with negro voters at the polls are now 
ready and willing to support republican 
policies with their votes. 


Not Visible at Washington. 

President Roosevelt arrived at Washing- 
ton at 6:30 o'clock this morning in his spe- 
cial train, and left at 7 o’clock for New 
York. The president and his party traveled 
from Washington in two cars attached tothe 
regular train. 

During the half hour his car was in the 
depot a number of railroad men, newspaper, 
men, and travelers gathered around it in th 
hope of getting a glimpse of the president. 
They were disappointed in this, however, for 
the almost continuous traveling of the last 
three weeks had taxed his strength, and he 
was enjoying the sleep and rest afforded by 
the long run from North Carolina. No incl-

during the night. 

Several White house officials were on hand 
to meet the train, and for some time were en- 
gaged in conversation with Secretary Cor- 
telyou.

Defends Her Title to Honors 
in Western Women’s Ten- 
nis Tournament. | 


THREE TIMES A WINNER. 


Easterner Defeats Miss Neely of 
Chicago in Final Match 
at Kenwood. 


Miss Myrtle McAteer of Pennsylvania is 
again the western women’s tennis champion. 
In the final match of the tournament on the 
courts of the Kenwocd Country club yester- 
day afternoon: Miss McAteer defended her 
title against Miss Carrie Neely of the Ken- 
wocd club, who had sought to wrest it from 
her. 

This victory of the easterner makes her 
a three time champion of the west.

RAID ON PLUNGE 


POLICE SEIZE FINEST GAMBLING 
OUTFIT THEY EVER SAW. 


Invade the Residence at 1806 Michigan 
Avenue and Find a Former Down- 
town Faro Dealer in Charge—Occu- 
pants Assert Place Is Merely Bach- 
elors’ Quarters, but the Wagon 
Backs Up to Alley Gate and Takes 
Layout to the Station. 


The “ plungers’”’ gambling house at 1806 
Michigan avenue was raided yesterday by 
the central station police. They found a 
three story building furnished like a palace 
and equipped with the latest devices used in 
faro, poker, and roulette. 

The apparatus was taken to the Harrison 


street station, where later in the day It was 


replevied by Constable Fitzpatrick in behalf 
of F. G. Burch. The disposition of the lay- 
out will be determined on Sept. 15 by Justice 
Martin. 

Acting on the tip contained in Tue Tris- 
UNB yesterday morning that one of the most 
complete gambling houses ever set up in the 
city had been opened in Michigan avenue, the 
police went to work to discover its exact 
location. It was about the usual “ getting 
time of the occupants when Detectives 

: K. Herts, Nelson, Howell, Kilgore. Mc- 
Quaid, and Keeler took their way down the 
boulevard. They surrounded the house, and, 
while Herts rang the bel! at the front door, 
one of the others hammered at the rear en- 
Both doors were opened about the 
same time, the features of a frightened negro 
appearing at each. 

Former Faro Dealer in Charge. 

The colored men objected to the entrance 
of the police until they had conferred with 
a former Randolph street faro dealer, who 
seemed to be in charge of the building. This 
man insisted that the place had been fitted 
up as a bachelors’ rooming house and was 
used for no other ac As the police had 
search warrapts, however, he offered no re- 
sistance. The searchers found the building 
elaborately furnished, but there was nothing 
to indicate it was to be used as a gambling 
house. Looking further, however, Detective 
Herts found the following paraphernalia 
stored away in closets and under rolls of 
linen: 

One highly finished roulette wheel. 

One oblong faro table, without centerpiece. 

Two thousand five hundred chips and two chip 
racks. 

Several cases of fine Paris playing cards. 

One powerful electric battery, incased in hard- 


00d box. 

It is the belief of the police that the elec- 
tric battery was used in manipulating the 
roulette wheel, although one, of the occu- 
pants of the house insisted that it had been 
prescribed by a physician for rheumatism. 


Leased to W. H. Epply. 

The police learned that the house had 
been leased to W. H. Epply, 400 Rookery 
building, said to be a member of the board 
of trade. The roulette wheel found in the 
building was in a case addressed to “A. 
Liddell, 1806 Michigan avenue.’’ A third 
man—F. G. Burch—was an occupant of the 
building. Trunks found bore the names 
of Epply, Liddell, and Burch, and are be 
lieved to contain other articles necessary 
for a gambling house. , 

A policeman was placed in charge of these 
to see that nothing was taken from them 
until it is decided what course to pursue. 
The gambling devices found in the closet 
were transferred to a patrol wagon by the 
rear door at the request of the custodian 
of the building, who urged the police not to 
alarm the neighborhood by, driving up in 
front of the house. 

While the search was in progress the nost 
kept the detectives supplied with good ci- 
gars, but when he saw them taking the 
roulette wheel and other devices from their 
places of concealment he threatene. them 
with prosecution. He insisted that the 
gambling devices had been left in the build- 
ing for storage and ‘were not used. The 
detectives, however, had heard that one man 
about town had dropped $7,200 in the house 
in a brief session.” 

Just Fitted Up, Neighbors Say. 

It is the opinion of people siving in the 
neighborhood that the occupants had just 
completed fitting up the house and were 
preparing to put the gaming devices in op- 
eration. They said only Epply, Burch, and 
Liddell had been seen entering the house, 
but as little attention Is paid to neighbors 
it was possible for others to enter without 

ing observed. 

“ house was formerly occupied by Dr. 
John E.. Owens, and when he left it some 
months ago it was leased to the supposed 
board of trade man.

SUSPECT A ‘PHONE DEAL 


MINORITY MEN IN STROMBERG- 
CARLSON COMPANY AROUSED. 


Trouble Between Charles A. Brown and 


George L. Cragg Alleged to Be Over 
Stock Involved in ,Some Project— 
Former Denies This—J adge Chy- 
traus Appoints Chicago Title and 
Trust Company Receiver for the 
Disputed Property. 


The dispute between Charles A. Brown 
and George L. Cragg over possession of cer- 
tain stocks has aroused some of the minority 
shareholders of the Stromberg-Carison Tel- 
ephone Manufacturing company. They fear 
that the shares in question are involved in 
a deal favorable to their interests. 

Mr. Brown when asked about this phase 
of the matter denied the story. He said: 

“The stock is all my own, and I anew 
nothing of any deal in connection with jt. 


Receiver for the Property. 

Whatever interests may be involved, how- 
ever, the shares have passed into the hands 
of the Chicago Title and Trust company 
as receiver pending settlement of the difi- 
culty between Brown and Cragg. This ac- 
tion was taken by Judge Chytraus yester- 
day as the result of a suit brought by Cragg 
asking for an accounting and for partner- 
ship interest in the securities. 

Brown avers that the securities, which are 
certificates of stock in the Stromberg-Carl- 
son concern, are his private property and 
that Cragg has no partnership interest in 
them. Brown. declares he has been patent 
attorney for the Stromberg-Carlson com- 
pany since its purchase by the Rochester, 
N. Y., syndicate last spring. Crage claims 
that, as law partner of Brown’s, he had an 
interest in any stock given to Brown for 
his services. ‘The stock is said to be worth 
$144,000. 

Harlan Speaks for Cragg. 

John Maynard Harian, attorney for Cragg, 
made a vigorous statement of his client's 
side of the case. 

‘“T will say that a foul blow has been 
dealt my client by Mr. Brown,” said Mr. 
Harlan. ‘“ He has insinuated that Mr, Cragg 
has stolen gome securities, which were his 
personal property. I want to tell you that 
what Mr. Cragg has done has been done 
upon my advice. I advised him to go to 
the safety deposit box, which belonged to 
the firm and to which Mr. Brown admitted 
he had a key, and take out certain certifi- 
cates of stock, and by my advice they were 
placed in another safety box, where they 
could not possibly be got out without an 
order of court, such as has just been ob- 
tained, for a reveiver to take them. And 
I want to say that I had written ev-dence 
that the stock belonged to the firm before 
I advised this step to be taken,.”’ 

During the arguments opposing counsel in- 
duiged in personalities, and the judge re- 
buked them by saying he hoped the case 
would not degenerate into a “ beauty show.”

S. E. GROSS AT LAST DECIDES ON 
USE FOR HIS DAMAGES. 


Makes the Dollar Which Rostand Paid 
for Borrowing from “The Merchant. 
Prince of Cornville ” the Nucleus of 
Fund for Illinois Women’s Soldiers’ 
Charity—Also Gives a Site in Gross- 
dale Valued at $3,000—Present Quar- 
ters Too Small, _ 


What to do with that dollar—the damages 
in the Gross-Rostand lLitigation—at last has 
been decided. The proliem which for the 
last three months has been haunting 8. EB 
Gross, the author, and congesting the mai! 
of 8. EB. Gross, the real estate man, has been 
solved. The dollar is to be invested, Mr. 
Gross says, where the returns, not financial. 
ly but none the less really. will be the great- 
est. It is to be the nucleus of a fund for the 
Illinois Women’s Soldiers’ home. 

Ever since the end of the suit concerning 
the authorship of “ Cyrano de Bergerac” 
Mr. Gross has been deluged with suggestions 
as to what he should do with the dollar which 
he received as damages for Rostand’s imi- 
tating “ The Merchant Prince of Cornville.”’ 
Finally, upon the suggestion of Maj. J. B. 
Sine, United States examiner at the stock- 
yards, Mr, Gross’ memory of hie soldier days 
led him to agree to give the dollar as the 
beginning of a fund to build a home where 
old soldiers and their wives could spend their 
last days together. And in order that the 
dollar might not feel lonesome, Capt. Gross 
gave the equivalent of $8,000 more in the 
shape of a site for the home out in Grossdale. 


Project of a Band of Women, 

The home is the project of a band of women 
incorporated in 1801. The state of Illinois 
has provided a home for the old soldiers and 
a home for the veterans’ widows; but no pro- 
vision has been made for the couples who in 
their old age would rather live on the barest 
pittance than be separated. Many of the 
states, among them Indiana, Wisconsin, and 
New York, have homes for such aged couples. 
Determined to supply this need a number of 
lilirois women formed the Illinois Women’s 
Soldiers’ Home association and obtained 
tempcrary quarters. For the last five yeats 
the house at 8681 Lake avenue has provided 
a home for as many veterans aé the limited 
accommodations would allow. At present 
there are seven couples in the home. At times 
there have been as many asten. The home 
hae been managéd by a board of fifteen di- 
rectors. The membership of the association 
numbers seventy-two. The funds are sup- 
plied by the yearly dues of $1 and the pro- 
ceeds of weekly socials and entertainments. 


Need Larger Accommodations. 

Of late the applications for admission to 
the home have so far exceeded the accom- 
modations that the association has deter- 
mined to seek a building of its own. Maj. 
Sine, the husband of one of the members, a 
veteran himself, brought the matter to Mr. 
Gross’ attention and Mr. Gross at once de- 
elded where to put his dollar. He Invited to 
his office Mrs. Elizabeth A. Morse, 1447 Jack- 
son boulevard, the president; Mrs. Jennie P. 
Busby, 3204 Forest avenue, the secretary; and 
Mrs. Julia G. Sine, 5687 Union avenue, the 
treasurer. After talking over the matter 
with them Mr. Gross agreed to let them select 
the site In Grossdale. They chose four lots, 
wooded and crossed by Salt creek. 

The home is to be a frame building, costing 
$12,000, with rooms for twenty-five couples. 
The money to build the house is yet to be 
raised, 


 BARTHOLIN CASE IS CLOSED 
SO FAR AS CONCERNS POLICE. 


Chief O’Neill Says They Are Without

SUPERIOR RACE 
INHABITS MARS, 


Prof. Hough of Northwestern 
- Says It Is Far in Advance 
of Earth’s People. 


FIRST TO GET A START. 


Astronomer Declares Communi- 
cation Between the Planets 
Is Impossible. 


That a people superior in intelligence to 
those of the earth inhabit the planet Mars 
is a conclusion that will be set forth by Prof. 
G. W. Hough, head of the department of 
astronomy of Northwestern university, in 
@ report which he is compiling of his sum- 
mer’s observations from the Dearborn ob- 
servatory. He asserts this as a probability 
based on recent discoveries, and adds that 
= course it can never be established posi- 
tively. 

The conclusion includes the acceptance of 
the theory of evolution, and the statements 
of leading astronomérs that climatic condi- 
tions of Mars are the same as of the earth. 
The possibility of Venus and Mer- 
cury being inhabited is admitted be- 
cause they have solidified, and the 
intense heat resulting from their prox- 
imity to the sun may have been overcome 
by a deeper covering of atmosphere. None 
of the other planets, in the opinion of the 
professor, could contain animal life. 


Says Conclusion Is Not a Theory. 


The habitation of Mars, Prof. Hough as- 
serts, is not a theory, but a conclusion based 
on facts. 

“ Astronomers have come to agree that 
aniam! life could exist on Mars,” be said in 
discussing the question yesterday. “ It has 
been proved that climatic conditions on the 
planet are the same as onthe earth. It has 
an atmosphere and is covered with a red 
vegetation. This much has been determined, 
but the largest telescope is not strong 
enough to enable the eye to see any sign 
there of animal life which may exist. 

‘Tt would be folly to suppose; however, 
that not only one but millions of solar sys- 
tems would be created that a little planet like 
the earth might alone be inhabited. And 
since Mars and possibly Mercury and Venus 
are fit for habitation, reason tells us that 
people have been put there. The planets 
were not created merely to fly around in 
a oe Mars first became fit for habitation 
Prof. Hough asserts that its people should 
have become much superior in intelligence 
to those of the earth. 

“The ‘Martians’ certainly had a long 
start of us, may be a million years,” he de- 
elares, “and certainly should be more in- 
teliigent than we are, if we accept the theory 
of evolution, as almost all scientists do. Be- 
cause it is smaller, it solidified more rapidly 
than the earth, and whatever forms of life 
wére meant to exist upon it were given a 
start while the earth was hot and still ine 
gaseous state. 

“it wiu ve impossible ever to know what 
form has been given to the inhab.tants of 
Mars, but the fact remains that their home 
was prepared for them so long before ours 
that in the course of evolution they should 
surpass us in intelligence. I believe this 
view has been accepted asa possibility, but 
I believe that it is a probability. 

“ The fishworms, or whatever other form 
of animal! life from which we have evolved, 
were certainly not a higher form than the 
first life of Mars, providing it was put there. 
Then why should the development of life on 
the other planet not be farther advanced ?’’ 


Communication Is Impossible. 


Prof. Hough derides the theory of the pos- 
sibility of ever establishing communication 
between the inhabitants of the earth and any 
of the other planets. 

“ That theory is visionary,”’ he said, “‘ and 
utterly tmpossible. There are no facts in 
our possession to warrant the belief that such 
an event will ever come topass. Itis beyond 
the imagination of even the most optimistic 
scientist. The people of Mars may be looking 
down upon us through superior telescopes, 
with superior intelligence, but they can never 
communicate with us or we with them. 

“There have been no startling discoveries 
in astronomy fora century, and probably will 
not be for a century more. The conciusions 
that are drawn now result from gradual 
observations, the gathering together of little 
bits of information from all over the world. 

“It is certain that there is no animal life 
on any of the planets except the earth, Mars, 
Mercury, and Venus. Jupiter, which is seven 
times as large as the earth, has a plastic 
surface of a substance of a density half way 
between that of air and water. It is still in 
a gaseous state and undergoing the process 
of solidification that will make it fit for the 
reception of life.” 


MIXES MUSIC WITH CLASSICS. 


Northwestern University College to Re- 
quire Students to Take Prepara- 
tory Course in Other Studies. 


Students in the musical college of North- 
western university hereafter will be obliged 
to have completed a full four years’ prepara- 
tory course, in which, however, the study of 
music wiil be counted as one-fourth of the 
required work. No student in the collegiate 
course will be granted a degree in music 
who has not also taken a certain amount 
of the academic work offered by the yni- 
versity. 

This is intended, the university authorities 
gay, to raise the standard of culture among 
the graduates of Northwestern's department 
of music by making it Impossible for a stu- 
dent to specialize in music without gaining 
at the same time something of a broader 
education, 

The change in the curriculum was ar- 
ranged and approved by the board of trus- 
tees at a recent meeting, and was given out 
by President James last evening.

This eut affects what is technically known 
as “preferred business,” so called because 
it is so profitable the companies prefer it to 
any other, paying their agents larger com- 
missions for securing it and still making 
large profits.

have been made to secure this reduction, 
but they have always failed. 

The proposition to give the public the ben- 
efit of a reduction probably never would 
have. got beyond the stage of controversy 
had it not been for the trouble over the vio- 
lations of the commission agreement. This 


evil has become aggravated of late, as com-. 


petition has increased, and those who have 
been living up to the rules and losing their 
business have taken the warpath. Last 
week Fred S. James & Co., one of the largest 
agencies on the street, announced that they 
would stand it no longer and would not be 
bound by the agreement thereafter. 


Big Cut in Commissions. 


The proposition to reduc’ commissions, 
which requires an amendment to the consti- 
tution, provides for a brokerage of but 5 per 


‘cent on all packing house business and spe- 


cial hazards, including most factories, the 
present rate being 10 per cent. On other 
special hazards and poorer sprinkled busi- 
ness the rate is to be 7% percent. Preferred 
commissions are to be reduced from 25 per 
cent to 15 per cent, and ordinary commis- 
sions to 10 per cent. On reinsurances be- 
tween members, commissions are not to ex- 
ceed 25 per cent on preferred husiness and 15 
per cent on ordinary. . 

The amount of preferred business in Chi- 
cago is estimated at between $750,000 and 
$1,000,000 in premiums. Members estimate 
that the proposed reduction in rates will 
average 35 per cent. That means that if it 
goes through the house owners of Chicago 
will save about $300,000 a ag 5 It is not be- 
lieved that the reduction in rates would 
greatly increase the volume of business, but 
the loss will be made up to the companies by 
the reduction of commissions. On a total 
premium income last year of $7,000,000 an 
average reduction itn commissions of 7% per 
cent—and many figured yesterday that it 
would go over that—would save the com- 
panies $500,000.

Most of the day was devoted to the consid- 
eration of the proposed bill defending and 
regulating fraternal insurance societies, 
which it was proposed to ask the legislature 
to adopt this winter. It was agreed to only 
in part. The question of regulating rates, 
the burning issue in fraternal circles, is left 
by the bill to the individual organizations, 
with the requirement that if the rates are 
based on the standard mortality tables the 
interests of the members shall be safe- 
guarded by the maintenance of the usual! re- 
serves. 

The insurance commissioners have been 
getting after the fraternals and the measure 
provides that their charges for examinations 
shall be limited, and.that comfnissioners of 
other states shall be required to accept the 
certificate of examination of the commis- 
sioner in whose state the order may be lo- 
cated. In case the lawsrof any state are se- 
Yere upon fraternals, the insurance com- 
missioners of other states are empowered to 
impose upon the orders of the offending 
state the same restrictions that it imposes 
upon the others. 

The proposed Temple of Fraternity at 
the St. Louis World’s Fair was endorsed, 
and the orders pledged $75,000 for its erec- 
tion, which insures the project. 


The Illinois Feld club and the Illinois State 
board are waiting to see whether the sched- 
ules have at last been got down to bedrock 
before they do much work on their applica- 
tion. The rate books prepared a month ago, 
many of which have been printed, are being 
held pending further possible changes in the 
schedules, and it is possible that these will 
be so material that it will be useless to at- 
tempt to revise them, and the editions may 
have to be destroyed.

velt was spared at the time of the Pittsfield 
accident, referred to the number of persons 
who have been killed or wounded by electric 
cars in the streets of Berlin and said “ elec- 
tric cars are the enemies of humanity.”’

GOV. YATES’ ADMISSIONS. 

- The action of Gov. Yates in consenting 
to the payment in court to Clasen of his 
$12 “ yoluntary ” assessment is equivalent 
to the admission (1) that the assessment 
was made and (2) that it was improperly 
made. When the governor further declares 
that no assessments will hereafter be made 
and that he does not approve of them he 
puts himself in a curious position. He con- 
fesses that he has consented to acts con- 
trary to his better judgment and promises 
good behavior in the future, 
How isit possible to justify political assess- 
ments if the person who authorizes and di- 
rects them to be madeadmits that the levying 
of any assessment was improper? Wither 
the governor authorized the assessments 
that were made and thus did violence to his 
convictions or he has undergone a change 
of heart and seen as great a light as that 
which Saul saw on his way to Damascus. 

Only one point now remains to be con- 
sidered with reference to this most unfor- 
tunate business. What has become of>the 
money? For what purpose was it used? 
The governor denies that it was used to pay 
his personal expenses on various expedi- 
tions to Washington and elsewhere, and 
natvely adds that the expense of the spe- 
cial car in which he traveled to Washing- 
ton on the occasion of McKinley's inau- 
guration was paid by “members of his 
staff’; that is, the governor of Linois per- 
mitted the members of his staff to chip in 
voluntarily or involuntarily to pay his ex- 
penses on the railroad journey to Wash- 
ington and return! But with an air of con- 
scious rectitude the governor maintains that 
he paid his own hotel bills! 
The assessment episode is unfortunate 
from whatever point of view it may be con- 
sidered. It is discreditable to the governor, 
discreditable to the republican party, dis- 
creditable to the state. Assessments had 


| been levied before under the Altgeld and 


Tanner régimes for the openly avowed pur- 
pose of maintaining the state “ machine,” 
but never before have the state employés 
been so heavily mulcted for the promotion 
of factional -politics and to keep a wheel 
within the wheel in constant and active mo- 
tion. 

The state organization has not only drawn 
heavily upon employés but it has absolutely 
exhausted its credit. No assessment can 
be levied in future by the republican com- 
mittee. Yet if there ever was a time or au 
occasion when officeholders could be asked 
by party managers to contribute to a polit- 
ical fund it is now, when an election is im- 
pending and genuine “ campaign expenses ” 
will have to be met. Sixty thousand dol- 
lars has been raised and expended to carry

LOOKING FOR TROUBLE. 

Gentlemen who are advocating the read- 
justment of the tariff and the disturbing of 
business interests and of the existing con- 
ditions which make for general prosperity 
are hard to please. They are mischievous 
or ignorant. Although they are confronted 
with unexampled prosperity in every part 
of the country they do not seem to know it. 
There are few idle men in any branch of 
industry. Every competent workman who 
really wishes to get employment has little 
difficulty in ‘finding it. The “ want” col- 
umns of the newspapers are filled with de- 
mands for every kind of labor and the 
“situations wanted ” columns have dwindled 
in corresponding degree. In addition to the 
marvelous activity in every line of manu- 
facture and trade, the country is on the eve 
of the most abundant harvests known in 
many years. Apparently there will be no 
crop failure of any kind. Corn, wheat, and 
cotton will be marketed in enormous quan- 


There will be an abundance of corn for feed- 
ing cattle, which should make lower prices 
for beef, and the packers will have better 
profits at lower prices than they have had 
this year. | 

What ails these chronic malcontents and 
discontents whose feelings find expression 
in the jeremiads of such calamity howlers 
as Bryan? What is the matter with them? 
Are they distressed because of abounding 
prosperity? Do they in a spirit of malice or 
recklessness long to experiment with an- 
other condition of affairs? Have they not 
yet learned the lesson that it is “ better 
to leave well enough alone”? Might it 
not be advantageous for Chicago, for in- 
stance, to feel the impulse of the good times. 
all about us and reap some of the bene- 
fits which other cities are enjoying? 

The effort to disturb existing conditions 
in trade and business for the purpose of 
giving occupation to a certain class of rest- 
less politicians who have nothing to do in 
prosperous times is unwise, if not something 
worse, and exhibits the wanton spirit of 
the small boy who defaces public buikiings, 
destroys private property, and tortures ani- 
mals to give expression to his superabun- 
dant “cussedness.” Some of those who 
are so anxious to try “ the other side ” and 
experiment with and disaster ap- 
pear to desire the fulfillment of these 
prophecies of evil even if their fellow citi- 
gens have to suffer therefrom. Others from 
lack of experience or from sheer selfish- 
ness, having no other occupation but politics 
and being on the losing side, evidently think 
that bad times for other people may be good 
times for them. Those who in this spirit 
wish for change should read in Mr. Aller- 
ton’s letter, printed on Tuesday last, his 
reference to 1894, when as the result of 
demoralizing business and disturbing pros- 
perity “every one was idle, old men and 
young men asking for a job.” 

Those who desire this condition of things, 
those who Avould like to see the fires put 
out in the great mills at South Chicago— 
men walking the streets this winter looking 
in vain for employment, the highways full 
of tramps and hobos, the corridors of the 
city hall and the police stations crowded 
with vagrants—men, women, and children 
actually perishing from hunger and cold— 
will do what they can to reverse present 
conditioris. They will subscribe to the pro- 
gram which the calamity howlers would 
like to have carried out for the delectation 
of their misguided followers. Itis only can- 
didates out of office and politicians out of 
jobs who would have a “change.” They 
will not be gratified, for “ prosperity is the 
issue and all other questions aresecondary.” 


CONTROL AND OWNERSHIP. 

_ The directors of the new Chicago, Rock 
Island and Pacific company have with- 
drawn from a position which was supported 
by the law but which was attacked by the 
public. Legal sanction has yielded to cur- 
rent opinion. The state of New Jersey gave 
the Rock Island directors certain rights. 
Peop]* ‘1 general protested against the exer- 
cise ot those rights. The directors decided 
that people in general were of more conse- 
quence to them than the state of New 
Jersey. 

The case was this: The Rock Island’s 
articles of incorporation gave the directors 
the right to buy and sell the company’s 
stock, to call in outstanding shares and 
bonds, to reissue those shares and bonds, 
and, in general, to contract or expand capi- 
talization in a way which is generally sup- 
posed to be a special prerogative of the 
shareholders. The dangers of such a sys- 
tem are perfectly clear. Here we have a 
small group of men who, perhaps, own only 
a minority of the stock of their company. 
By virtue of their position on the board of 
directors these men are able to begin and 
continue a financial policy which, to those 
who own a majority of the stock, may be 
most objectionable. In matters of great im- 
portance such directors are able to vote the 
stock of the company as if they were owners 
instead of administrative officers. They are 
also able to use the company’s money in 
stock market operations. The temptations 
lurking in this arrangement need not be 
dwelt upon. The directors would have all 
the opportunities which go with control and 
might have none of the responsibilities’ 
which go with ownership. Thescheme was, 
therefore, a flagrant violation of the sound 
business principle that control and owner- 
ship ought to be lodged in the same persons. 
No other arrangement offers any safeguard 
against reckless financiering and unscrupd- 

There are special reasons just now why 
public attention is attracted to this matter. 
The great railroads of the country are in a 
period of prosperity. ‘They are accumulat- 
ing large surpluses and large credits. They 
have, therefore, become the object of intense 


speculative interest. Tlie purchase of the

tities, and undoubtedly will fetch good prices. | 


Rock Island by the Moores and the purchase 
of the Louisville and Nashville by Mr. Gates 
and his friends have opened the eyes of the 
public to the speculative possibilities of such 
transactions, Competitive building, the dic- 
tation of rates, the utilization of credit for 
the purpose of buying other roads or of car- 


rying on extensions, the utilization of control, 


for the purpose of distributing the surplus, 
the wanton disturbance of existing condi- 


tions—these are lines of action which are- 


open to the men who are now buying up the 
control of railroad properties. It is evident, 
therefore, that control should not be lodged 
in the hands of men whose interest in the 
property is purely speculative and whose 
movements are not under the direct supervi- 
sion of the real owners. 

Weare at a point where irresponsible rail- 
road management would result in great dis- 
asters. Control and ownership cannot be 
brought too closely together. The Rock Is- 
land directors did well to divest themselves 
of powers which would have nourished pub- 
lic distrust. They were*about to go a little 
bit too far. They have shown good sense in 
drawing back. People would not like to see 
a great railway at the mercy of its officers.

publicity in this country, for it has the

cent. The decree prohibits under severe 
penalties the use of any titles save by the 
person upon whom they are conferred or by 
the head of the family in which they are 
vested. 

All Italian titles devolve in the male line 
only, according to primogeniture—that is to 
say, it is only the head of the fami'y who 
inherits, strictly speaking, the honors of the 
house. now it hag been the practice, 
however, for the younger sons to make use. 
of minor dignities belonging to their father, 
and for younger brothers to adorn them- 
selves with the leeeer honors belonging to 
their elder brother and chief of their house. 

All this is stopped by the new law, which 
alms at placing some limit upon the exag- 
gerated use and ridiculously excessive em- 
ployment of nobiliary distinctions. 

Thus the grandson of the widowed Mrs. 
John W. Mackay, who hes hitherto borne 
the tithe of Prince Andrew Colonna, and who 
is a boy of 17, will be debarred by the terms 
of the decree just issued from making use 
either of the title of “prince” or of any 
other of the many titular honors of his 
father until the latter’s death, while his 12 
year old brother, Mark Antony Colonna, will 
remain without any title at all, unless his 
brother happens to predecease him without 
issue, and thus enable him to inherit the 
dignities now owned by his father. 


Then, again, there is the young Don Mario 
Ruspoli, the son of an American mcther, 
who was connected for a time with the 
Ttallan embassy at Washington, and who is 
married to Palma de Talleyrand-Perigord, 
daughter to the Duc de Dino by the firet of 
his two American wives, Miss -E‘izabeth 
Curtis of New York, who is so well known in 
New York society wnder the name of the 
Marquise de Talleyrand-Perigord. Young 
Don Mario, his father being dead, is now 
prince di Poggio Suasa in his own “right. 
But his two boys, bern in New York, have no 
right to the title of ‘‘ prince,”’ an honor which 
will only come to the eldest of them on his 
father’s death. 

Henceforth, therefore, whenever any 
Italian nobleman with a handie to his name 
sues for the hand of any American heiress it 
will be well for the young woman and for 
her relatives to ascertain by careful investi- 
gation whether the distinguished foreigner 
has a father living or not, and also whether 
he is an elder son. For if his father is stil! 
living, then, according to the terms of the 
new Italian law, he will have no right to the 
title which he is bearing, while if he hap- 
pens to have an elder brother he has not 
even any immediate prospects of ever in- 
heriting any titular distinction. 


Among those whom this rule will affect is 
the Prince Giovanni del Drago, who is now 
in this country, and who, although he has 
been spending the greater portion of the 
summer at Bar Harbor, is now established in 
business in New York. His family is an 
ancient’ one, having been founded in the 
twelfth century by a certain Rudolphe de. 
Dragonibus. Its head in former times was 
content with the title of marquis del Drago, 
but in 1832 received the relatively modern 
Roman title of “ prince ’’—but oniy for the 
chief of the house. Prince Philip, who now 
fills that position, le married to a half sister 
of old Queen Isabella of Spain—that is to say, 
a daughter of the late Queen Christina by 
the guardeman, Munoz, whom ehe created 
duke of Rianzares. 

The Del Drago in this country is the fourth 
som of Prince Philip. But, according to the 
new law, he will have to divest himeelf of 
the title of prince,” on his father’s 
death passes to the eldest son, Ferdi- 
nand, hitherto known as Prince Antuni.

‘‘A CALIFORNIA GIRL.” 
A Tale of Hinduism and Woman Sut-

Not the slightest excuse can be found for 
the writing of the book bearing the title 
“A California Girl,” by Edward Eldredge. 


(The Abbey press.) The author writes re- 
gardless of all grammatical rules and is 
provincial to a degree. His vocabulary is 


limited to the point of being poverty stricken. 
Many of the chapters bear no relation what- 
ever to the rest of the book, and the whole 
tone of the work is extremely unhealthy. 
In his prologue Mr. Eldredge says that this 
book is not written for the specialist but for 
the shop girl, the factory girl, the clerk, the 
mechanic, and the busy housewife. These 
persons need not feel flattered. 

The principal characters are a young man 
and woman called Penloe and Stella, who are 
posties of the Swami Vivekananda, the 
Hindu, who visited this country during the 
world’s fair and whose death was reported 
recently from India. The peculfar ideas of 
the Bast Indian are taught to Stella, a Cali- 
fornia girl, by Penloe, and together they 
proselyte the whole country and eventually 
the world. The book is full of ridiculous 
ideas which have not the merit of being 
either interesting or well tald. In addition 
to the teachings of the Swami, woman suf- 
frage is taken up and combined with the 
‘‘yeform’’ movement which the leaders in- 
stitute.

John Foster Fraser, Writer on 
Economics, Studies Ameri- 
can Wage Earner. 


LOOKS INTO SWEATSHOPS. 


Says English Workingmen Live 
| Better Under Adverse 
Conditions. 


It costs the American workingman too 
much to live. He gets better wages, works 
under better conditicns, and in an atmos- 


phere that makes more temperate than 


hie co-laborer across the water. In spite of 
all this the Dnglish toiler gets more out of 
life, and when he has reached maturity is in 
a better position to retire than the working-- 
man of this country.” 

This is the way John Woster Fraser, the 
‘Binglish student of economics, sums up the 
situation of the American wage earner. 
While asserting that the English w an 
lives better, Mr. Foster praises the Ameri 
He attributes this to 
the atmosphere of the United States, which 
he insists is stimulating to a degree that 
robs the people of a desire for strong drink. 
Chicago, he says, has an “‘ atmosphere like 
champagne.” 


Visits the Sweatshops. 

Mr. Fraser came to Chicago particularly to 
observe sweatshop conditions. These he 
inspected yesterday morning under the guid- 
ance of State Factory Inspector Edgar T. 
Davies, and accompanied by Acting British 
Consul Thomas Erskine. In the afternoon 
Mr. Erskine took Mr. Fraser to the stock- 
yards that he might have a better apprecia- 


tion of the “* champagne atmosphere *’ which 


he praised so highly in the morning. 
The party left Mr. Davies’ office at Blue 


Island avenue‘and Harrison street shortly 


after 9 o’clock in the morning and went to the 
worst building in the sweatshop district 
first—at 139 Ewing street. There Mr. Fraser 
saw a small four story brick building in 
which are housed thirty-two families, but 
even the census enumerator was unable to 
tell how many children. Up three foul smell- 
ing flights of stairs the party trudged. 

Finally Mr. Davies rapped on a door, which 
Was opened by a woman about 3S years of 
age. She was frightened at the invasion, but 
the factory inspector is used to dealing with 
the Ghetto people, and entered without wait- 
ing for an invitation. He began to ques- 
tion the woman immediately, and learned 
that her name was Rose Scotti. 

** No speaka da Engleesh,”’ said the wom- 
au. This seemed to be a signal for a party 
of her neighbors who had gathered at the 
door to enter. They came chattering, fol- 
lowed by a string of children from out the 
darkness. Each woman was anxious to act 
as interpreter, and for a time the confusion 
Was so great that none could get any satis- 
faction. 

Earns Thirty Cents a Day. 

“Mr. Davies finally was able to glean from 
the jargon thrown at him that Rose Scotti 
feceived 2 tents a pair for making boys’ 
t@pusers, and that she turned out from twelve 
to eighteen pairs a day—a fair average being 
‘30 cents for a day’s toil, extending from the 
rising to the setting of the sun. 

“For whom do you work?” asked Mr. 
Davies. 

** Mea donta know,” answered Rose; “ man 
liva downa thata way.”’ 

She pointed down Halsted street, and the 
inspector had to be satisfied. He learned sub- 
sequently that the man’s name was Ellis, 
but could not get his address. 

“In England the same work would bring 
1 shilling and 9 pence ” (42 cents), said Mr. 
Fraser. 

‘The party also called on Rachel Angelia in 
the same building. She toils day by day 
upon men’s clothing, eking out a paltry ex- 
istence in the dim light of the somber 
building. 


party ran the gantiet 

of two savage hounds, which refused to let 
them pass until one of the proprietors came 
jout and quieted them. Here they found a 
Rumber of persons working on women's 
Gloaks for Siegel Bros. The coriditions were 
favorable, a great improvement having been 
made during the last year. Mr. Davies or- 
dered the proprietors to send him a list of 
their ‘‘ home finishers."’ 

“We are discouraging home finishing,’ 
said Mr. Davies, ‘‘ because the people are 
not as careful of the sanitary conditions as 
they should be. By getting them together 
under the same roof it is much easier to im- 
prove the conditions and enforce the rules 
governing sweatshops.”’ 

The homes of Frank Netrife, 191 Forquer 
Street, and Mary Lamantia, 121 Forquer 
street, were visited. Nothing was found to 


- complain of and the inspector contented him- 


self with making out a formal report of in- 
spection. Mary Lamantia said she had de- 
cided to abandon home work and seek em- 
ployment ‘in some of the 6hops, where she 
would have better conditions. 


Average $15 a Week. 

In the shop of H. Schiadik, 8 Solon street, 
the party found twenty-six persons—nine- 
teen women and seven men—engaged in 
making coats. The machinery was run by 
st , under modern conditions. Mr. Fraser 
expressed a desire to know what the men 
could make in the shop, and questioned an 
old man. 

“That young man over there,” said the 
workman, “is the most expert tailor we 
have in the shop. He can make from $40 
to $50 a week. However, he does not have 
regular work, and his average wage does not 
exceed $15. I make $10 and $11 a week.”’ 

From the sweatshops the party went to 
the factory of B. Kuppenheimer, 246 South 
Franklin street. Cloth is cut there by ma- 
chinery run by electricity, and the factory 
is looked upon as a model establishment. 
Mr. Fraser expressed surprise at the dex- 


- terity with which the cloth is handled, and 


said it was hard to understand how the em- 
ployés worked so swiftly and wasted so 
little cloth. 


Praises Condition of Shops. 


_“ The condition of your sweatshops is such 
an improvement over those in our country 
that there is no comparison,” he said to Mr.

Davies. “ Your shops are cleaner than those 
in London, Paris, Moscow, or St. Petersburg, 
the sanitary condition and the light seeming 
particularly good. I do not see wherein you 
have so much to complain of.In the houses, 
but the streets—they are simply beyond 
description. Don’t you know it strikes one 
as strange that a great city like Chicago, 
filled with s0 much energy and enterprise, 
should permit these broken, dust covered 
pavements to exist.’’ 


Comments on Dirty Children. 

Mr. Frazer commented somewhat vigor- 
ously upon the dirty faces of the youngsters 
in the Ghetto whom he saw playing in the 
dirty alleys and on the dusty sidewalks in 


passing. 

“The condition of those youngsters is the 
worst feature I have seen,” he said.‘ In 
England we have a system of sending the 
children to creches, where the mothers pay 
2 pence a day if they can afford it. If not, 
nothing is charged.’’ 


To Open Crusade on Notaries. 
Mr. Davies is about to begin a crusade 
against the notaries who issue affidavits to 
parents for children under 14 years of age 
without taking the necessary precautions to 


to their age. He will ask Gov. Yates to re- 
voke the licenses of the following notaries 
for offenses of this character: 

Frank A. Bieszki, 602% Nobie street, for issuing 
affidavit to Joseph Jurzakiewrix, 12 years o!d, 
without seeing the child. 

Vaclav Swatek, 106 West Bighteenth street, 
for issuing affidavit to William Kamptz, 80 Rubel 
street, 13 years old.

Nicholas J. Haynes, 1004 Wellington street, 
for iseuing affidavit to Joseph Wagner, 656 Nelson 
street, without having mother present, as boy is 
18 years old. 

Joseph J. Belinski, for permitting his wife to 
issue affidavit, with seal attached, to Bessie Remi- 
nezki, 748 West Eighteenth street, who is 13 years 
old. 

Mr. Davies is sending out hundreds of the 
circulars issued by the city health depart- 
ment urging manufacturers and operators of 
sweatshops to take precautions to protect 
their employés from typhoid fever. He also 
sent 250 copies of the factory law to the Illi- 
nois District Telegraph company, besides ad- 
vising the superintendent that the mes- 
sengers must not be required to work more 
than ten hours a day. 


CORWITH QUARTER SECTION 
SOLD FOR $900 AN ACRE. 


Land at Kedzie Avenue and Thirty- 
ninth, Street Bought by John S. Miller 
—Other Transfers of Realty. 


. An important deal in acre property involv- 
ing what is known as the “ Corwith quarter 
section,’’ at the southwest corner of Kedzie 
avenue and Thirty-ninth street, has just 
been placed under contract. The tract, 
which is vacant, has been purchased by 
John 8. Miller from Guy C. Barton of the 
Omaha Smelting company for $144,000, which 
is on the basis of $900 an acre. 

The fact that it was a straight purchase, 
no trades being involved in the deal, and the 
further fact that it was purchased by Mr. 
Miller as a speculation, augers well for an in- 
creased movement in this class of property. 
The sale was negotiated by Joseph Don- 
nersberger and Hamilton Bogue. 

The property has an interesting history. 
Walter Newberry acquired it by govern- 
ment patent, paying only about $5 an acre. 
In 1876 it was purchased by Nathan Cor- 
with on the basis of $1,000 an acre. It was 
not long before an offer of $1,200 an acre 
was refused, and during the speculative ex- 
citement incident upon the world’s fair an 
offer of $1,700 an acre, made by a syndicate 
of Milwaukee and Minneapolis capitalists, 
was also refused. At that time the property 
had passed from. the hands of Mr. Corwith 
to his creditors as a uence to his busi- 
ness troubles, and a representative came 
here from New York to look into the offer. 
He was advised by Mr. Donnersberger to 
accept the offer, but he thought it was worth 
$2,000 an acre. Subsequently this as well 
as the other realty of Mr. Corwith passed 
into the hands of Mr. Barton. 

The University of Chicago appears as the 
purchaser of another piece of property con- 
tiguous to its already large holdings. It is 
on Jackson avenue, 141 feet south of Fifty- 
eighth, 48x106, west front, and was pur- 
chased from Charles Christian for $24,500, 
subject to an incumbrance of $10,000. 

Harold N. Moyer has @9)d to Norman 8. 
Birkland the property in Sixty-second street, 
175 feet east of Madison avenue, north front, 
6644x125 feet, for $18,800, subject to an in- 
cumbrance of $10,000. 

Silas 8. Whitehouse has sold to Charles L. 
Enslee the property at the northeast cor- 
ner of Sheridan road and Morse avenue, west 
front, 200x150 feet, for $16,000.’ 

Jasper T. Bright conveyed to Vinnie Fletch- 
er 48x126 feet in Wood street, 145 feet north

TEACHERS TALK OF SUIT 
TO GET PAY FOR LABOR DAY. 


By Docking Salaries for Sept. 1 Board 
Saves $25,000 to the School Treasury 
—Last Year’s Precedent Followed. 


Principals and teachers in the public schools 


,are protesting against the action of the 


Board of Education in making a deduction 
for Labor day in their September salaries. 
The complaint has been brought to the at- 


| tention of the federation, and application 


may be made for a writ of mandamus direct- 


-ing the school board to pay the salary. 


At the meeting of the board held on Jan. 29 
last a report of the finance committee was 
adopted fixing the opening of the fall term 
for Tuesday, Sept. 2, and declaring that com- 
pensation for the month of September should 


begin with the actual opening of the schools, 


In June Trustee Gallagher introduced a 
resolution providing for the payment of the 
teachers and principals for Labor day, but 
it was defeated. There are 6,000 teachers 
and 240 principale, and the action of the 
board means a saving of $25,000. 

A year ago the board did not pay the teach- 
ers for Labor day, despite their protests. Be- 
fore last year no deduction had been made. 

“I suppose they next will be docking us for 
Thanksgiving day, Christmas, and the 
Fourth of July,” said a north side teacher in 
the afternoon. ‘‘ Labor day is a legal holli- 
day, and under the law we are entitled to get 
our money. The janitors, engineers, office 
clerks, and other employés were all paid for 
Labor day.”’ 

“The board was compelled to take the ac- 
tion it did because of the condition of our 
treasury,” said Trustee Graham H. Harris. 
* Rigid economy is absolutely necessary.”’ 

“It is a matter for the board to decide,” 
said Supt. Cooley. “ I have no opinion to ex- 
press on the subject.”

SAYS CORONER’S PHYSICIAN 
DOESN’T KNOW HEART’S PLACE. 


Dr. Ries of Post-Graduate Hospital 


Takes Shot at Dr. Leininger During 
Inquest on William Butrick. 


Two Chicago doctors disagree over whether. 


the heart of William Butrick was returned to 


the body after the alleged unlawful post- 


mortem examination by Dr. Emil Ries of the 


Post-Graduate hospital. 


“T made an examination of the body,” 


reported Dr. George Leininger to the coro- 


ner, “‘ and the heart could not be found.”’ 
This brought on the inquiry by Coroner 
Traeger, and in his testimony yesterday Dr. 
Ries filed this shot: 
“All I can say is that if any physician 


claiming to know anything about a human 
body made an examination of the remains of 
Butrick, and did not find the heart, he did 


not know what a heart was, and I am sorry 
for him. I put the heart back in the body.” 

Dr. Reis said other sharp ngs. When 
to task for 
construing the law for ape the doctor 
said: 

“That is the trouble in this country, the 
people and the laws are bigoted. There 
should be a post-mortem examination held 
in every case, so that a doctor who has been 
treating a case might be able to determine 
what effect his remedies have had and what 
to do in another similar That is the 
reason doctors have to go to Burope to study, 
because they are so hampered by the law they 
cannot do their work well here.”’ 

The coroner, however, also got in a shot. 
Dr. Ries said he could have made Butrick’s 
death certificate read heart failure, and then 
the coroner would not have known of the 
case, 

“I know you could,” answered Mr. 
Traeger, “‘ and that is probably donein many 
instances, but you know that it is against 
the law. I propose to put a stop to that sort 
of practice if itis in my power.”’ 

The inquiry will be continued tomorrow. 

Chemist Adolph Gehrmann has reported 
that he found no trace of strychnine in the 
stomach of Mrs. John Dubsky, who died in 
the Presbyterian hospital three weeks ago. 
The husband of the woman believed she died 
from the poison administered accidentally 
by an incompetent nurse. He caused his 
wife’s body to be exhumed that doubt might 
be cleared away. The inquest will be re- 
sumed on Sept. 19. 


~ Alfred Moore, husband of the woman 


whose death was caused by strychnine pois- 
oning at the Presbyterian hospital, left word 
at the coroner’s office yesterday that he be- 
lieved the body of his wife would be exhumed 
as soon as the order of the court was re- 
ceived, 

Coroner Traeger denied he had received 
word that nurses at the Presbyterian hos- 
pital who could give valuable information 
in event of an inquest over the remains of 
Mrs. Moore have mysteriously disappeared. 

Mrs. Paulina Taeschier, who conducts a 
private hospital for women at 48-50 South 
May street, for whom warrants were issued 
charging her with practicing medicine with- 
out a license, probably will be taken into 
court today.
